2. Counterintelligence: [J noted that both revised 25X1 


papers under consideration had been improved. [| 25xX1 
(DC/CI/DDO) highlighted the revisions made in the counter- : 
intelligence paper, noting that it was consistent with the 

Community NSDD-2 paper on the same subject. He noted two ineon- 
Ssistencies with the Executive Order definition of 

counterintelligenee: the planning paper excluded terrorism, 

while the Executive Order included it; and the planning paver 

included protective security, while the Exeeutive Order did 

not. age Said the main thrust of the paper was still that 

the threa rom hostile intelligence services was great and 

growing. The seetion on the enhanced capabilities required to 

deal with that threat was expanded significantly to note what 

would really be necessary to do the job. (S) 


3. Messrs. Stein, Kerr and Hineman thought the revised 
paper answered the questions raised last time. Mr. Hineman 
Suggested noting the overall need to tighten security. Mr. 
MeMahon suggested adding a definition of "protective security" 
and some ground rules for acquiring real estate overseas. He 
Suggested that apart from the planning exercise, a letter be 
forwarded to alerting them to our concerns 
in this area. Mr. Glerum expressed concern about the laek of any 
mention of the importance of psychological sereening in 
processing new applicants. Mr. MeMahon concurred that this 
Should be added. He also suggested that the projected required ©“ 
resources on page 10 should be "serubbed down" to defensible B 2 25X11 
figures. awe ee the importance of the computer oe es ;
